THE DOLLAR 


Calgary, July 18.—Reports from all 
over the continent of America  indi- 
cate that wheat will be king this 
year. The price of wheat in the big 
grain exchanges has kept steadily ad: 
vancing for the past couple of weeks 


and has now reached the highest price 
that it has touched for several years. 
On Monday last wheat was quoted 
on the Winnipeg market at $1.08 per 
bushel; on Saturday it was $1.164, a 
rise of over one cent per day. On the 
previous Friday it was $1.04. The 
end of the rise in price is not yet, 
and at the same time by neat weck 
wheat will be worth &t least. $1.25, 
This.means mpre than dollar wheat 
at Alberta points. While the crop in 
Alberta this year is short, there is a 
considerable percentage of last year’s 
crop in the farmers’ granaries and 
this is a case where it has paid the 
farmersto hold their grain. Last year, 
at this date wheat was quoted on the 
Winnjpeg market at 81 cents, 
Oats have a corresponding increase 
in price, being now quoted at 41}, as 
compared with 31 cents last year. 
That the speculators in wheat,how- 
ever, do not anticipate such ga great 
shortage is evidenced .by the fact that 
October and December deliveries are 
quoted at eight cents lower than for 
July, 
Flour has advanced in the local 
markets 20 cents per hundred weight, 
although it was manufactured from 
the.-cheap wheat of last year, The 
price of flour does not appear to be 
based gt all on the price at which 
the paw material was purchased, ‘out

CANADA'S NEXT CENSUS OF, POP 
ULATION 


The next census of Canada. will b 
taken under date of June 1st, 1911 
and will embrace the subjects of pop 
ulation, mortality, agriculture, man 
ufactures, minerals, fisheries an 
dairy ‘products, 

Population will be recorded unde 
the heads ,of residence and persohn 
description; citizenship nationalit 
and religion; . profession, occupatio 
and trade or means of living; .wage 
earnings and insurance; education an 
language spoken and. infirmities, 

Every person having an occupation 
June will be entered on the schedul 
of population by name, as member o 
& family, institution or household, to 
gether with place of habitation, sex 
relationship to head of the family. o 
household, and whether single, mar 
ried, widowed, divorsed or legllly sep 
arated. The month of birth, year ¢ 
birth, and age at last birthday wit 
also be recorded. ~ 

Entries will be made for each perso 
to show the country or place of bir 
th, year of immigration. to Canada 
liorn elsewhere, year of naturalization 
if formerly an alien, and also racis 
or tribal origin, nationality and re- 
ligion. Every person of alien birth 
who has-become a naturalized citizen 
is a Canadian by nationality; and 
every British subject with residence in 
Canada, as well as every native of 
Canada who has acquired citizenship 
by birth or nationality. But there 
is no Canadian by racial or tribal or- 
igin, unless the Indians are so count- 
ed. Ceeretet ste larsl 

Every oergon having an occupation 
or trade’ will be entered for it, but 
some other occupation for part or 
if ‘employed in the ‘census year at 
whole: time jhe willbe so recorded ‘al- 
so; If the Person is working on his 
own-account, the entry will be i) 
made. An entry is also required to 
be made showing where the person is 
employed, as on farm, in woolen mill 
at foundry shop, in drug store, etc. 

Wage-earners are entered to show 
the number ‘of weeks employed in 1910 
at chief: occupation or trade; at other 
than chief occupation if any; the 
hours of working time per week at 
chief occupation, or at any other oc- 
cupation if’ any; the total earnings in 
1910 at chief occupation; and the 
rate per'hour when employed by the 
hour? j ; 

Entries are required to be made for 
each person showing the amount of 
insurance held at date of the census 
upon life, as well as against accident 
or sickness, together with the cost of 
such insurance in the census year. 

Under the heading of ‘education and 
language records will be taken for 


every person of five years of age and 
over showing the number of months 


at school in 1910, and if the person 
can read and write, andthe langpage 
commonly. spoken by each person, The 
cost of education in 1910 for persons 
over 16 years of age at college, con- 


vent or university is so calledyor. 


LUR TAX SYSTEM IN FAVOR 


It is somewhat, to the credit of San- 
ada that’ what is known’ as taxatiog 
of land values is our system of rais- 
ing municipal revenues.’ As’ is well 
known in‘older countries, property of 
all Kinds is taxed. That-is to say, tha 
man who builds a house, barn, fences 
or in other ways improves a picce 
of land pays more taxes, after he, has 
made the improvements than he did 


before, for the, reason it is said that 
his property is worth more. And so 


it is, but the additional value is con- 
tributed by the owner himself, where- 
as under the system in vogue in the 
western provinces the nan who _ in- 
creases the value of his property by 
his own industry, is not taxed’ any 
more than his, neighbor, who lets his 
land lie idle. In fact the improve, 
ment of any given land .tends to make 
the adjoining land more valuable and 
hence the holder.of this adjoining; land 
pays for the industry of his neighbbr 
or. his own lack of it, which is one. 
way the case may be put. 

In any event the system of taxing 
land values'instead of property  val- 


les appeals to everyone who lives un- 
der the system ag eminently fair and 


just and is being commended to other 
states, provinces : and municipalities 
where tho old system still exists, —

The situation of the United States 
ig none too good, Something is © im- 
pending. High finance and Wall’ St, 
methods have resulted in millions of 
shares in overcapitalized railway and 


(industrial companies bping loaded on 


the banks, trust companics and other 
loaning institutions and individuals; 
und after years and months spent by 
these concerns to get the investing 
public, home and foreign, to come in 
and buy these watered stocks, it is at 
last to be, admitted that it cannot be 
done. They were once sold to the 
home buyer and to the foreigner; the 
latter sold them back to Americans 
at a profit; the original American 
buyer and the new American buyer 
(from ,the foreigner) borrowed money 
from the loaning concerns ‘‘to. carry 
them.’! This did for a while, but 
eventually the loaning concern had. to 
take them over outright. And that 
is where they are today and it would 
seem that they will remain there. 

They can not be worked off unless 
a wonderful revival in business takes 
plare, unless a bumper crop is reaped 
unless immense sums of fresh borrow- 
ed money is brought into the States. 
None of these things are in sight. Tho 
foreigner will not lend money until 
high finance and Wall street methods 
are ended for good. 

The legislation passed by Roosevelt 
and by Taft, so far has only touched 
the fringe. The public are to be pro: 
tected from unfair railway charges, 
from the trusts and from enhance- 
ment of prices. But nothing is yet 
in sight in regard to the awful pall 
of inflated or worthless stocks. The 
only thing that can be done is reval- 
uation and this the public or the fin- 
ancial institutions must do themsel- 
ves. 

Will they do it? i 

It that what is impending? 

Or will a short sharp panic foray it?, 

Our own belief, after watching 
things in the States for years is that 
revoluation must and will take place 
honester methods must and will: take 
the place of high finance;, and that 
when these two things are done the 
United States will get a new lease of 
credit, millions and millions will flow 
into the country and the greatest era 
industrial development known to’ the 
United States will set in. But — the 


question is who is to do it, how is 
it to be done whi is to sustain -the 
terrible shock involved?

States is of comparatively small mo- 
ment to ourselves. It means cheap

But if the shock were 
over it would mean great'business all 
round. The energy of the United Sta- 
tes cannot be held back for long. —

The German Development company 
is one of the largest companies that 
will mine coal in the Foothills west 
of Edmonton. The company is direct- 
ly affiliated with the Canadian North, 
ern railway in the ownership of thes: 
large coal areas, and will ship their 
coal over the new C. P. R. line that 
is to..be built in from Stettler. 
mThe company own several thousand 
acres of the richest coal lands and 
will. be prepared to ship coal next 
year. Chas. Hower, formerly a coal 
mining engineer from Pennsylvania, 
has been spending several weeks out 
on the property and returns with the 
most favorable reports of its value. 

In a statement yesterday, manager 
Norderg said it is, the intention of 
the company to spend over $2,000,000 
in developing: Brazeau coal fields with- 
in the next two years. 


ONLY TWO-THIRDS CROP OVER 
ALL UNITED STATES 

Washington, D. C., July 9.—Start- 
ling reports on the condition of spring 
wheat were made yesterday by the 
crop. report&ig board of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The average 
condition of spring wheat in -North 
Dakota, Minnesota and Washington, 
the four states which contain. more 
than 88 per cent, of the total spring 
wheat acreage in the United States 
was 62.5 &s Compared with 92.3. a 
year ago and the ten year average of 
87.8. The average condition of spring 
wheat throughout the United States 
at the beginning of the present month 
was 61.6 while a year ago it was 92.7 
and the ten-year average: was $7.1. 

This means that crops of the Unit- 
ed States will be only two thirds of 
what they were last year. The issu- 
ing of the report had an immediate 
effect upon the wheat markets al the 
country, Ib

Edmonton,- July 18.—Considerable 
development of the coal fields they 
Possess on the Brazeau River, in con- 
junction with the huge claims of the 
Canadian Northern Railway on the 
same river, is being carried on this 
summer by the German development 
company, who have now a large stafi 
of engineers at work on the property 
and are contemplating the shipment 
of machinery next year. 

The German Development company 
is one of the largest companies thet 
will mine coal in the Foothills west 
of Edmonton. The company is direct- 
ly affiliated with the Canadian North, 
ern railway in the ownership of thes: 
large coal areas, and will ship their 
coal over the new C. P. R. line that 
is to be built in from Stettler. 
mThe company own Several thousand 
‘of the richest coal lands and 
will be prepared to ship coal next 
year. Chas. Hower, formerly a coal 
mining engineer from Pennsylvania, 
has been spending several weeks out 
on the property and returns with the 
most favorable reports of its value. 

In a statement yesterday, manager 
Norderg said it is the intention of 
the company to spend over $2,000,000 
in developing: Brazeau coal fields with- 
in the next two years. 


ONLY TWO-THIRDS CROP OVER 
ALL UNITED STATES 
Washington, D. C., July 9.—Start- 
ling reports on the condition of springg 
wheat were made yesterday by the 
crop report&hg board of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The average 
condition of spring wheat in North 
Dakota, Minnesota and Washington, 
the four states which contain more 
than 88 per cent, of the total spring 
wheat acreage in the United States 
was 62.5 As wompared with 92.3 a 
year ago and the ten year average of 
87.8. ‘The average condition of spring 
wheat throughout the United States 
at the beginning of the present month 
was 61.6 while a year ago it was 92.4 

and the ten-year average: was 87:1. 

This means that crops of the Unit- 
ed States will be only two thirds of 
what they were last year. The issu- 
ing of the report had an immediate 
effect upon the wheat markets al the
